vegetables contain salts and moat of 
the vitamins (except vitamin D). In 
order to provide adequate amounts 
of vitamin D, the mother should prob¬ 
ably take cod-liver oil or vioaterol. 

In most plsces in this country she 
will not get sufficient sunlight under 
ordinary living conditions, and It will 
be necessary to get the vitamin D 
through the substances that have been 
mentioned. If her diet aeems to be 
deflolent in any of the other vitamins 
because she is unable to take the 
foods that have been mentioned, the 
physician may be able to prescribe 
concentrates of vitamin A snd of vita¬ 
min B. which are now available. Vita¬ 
min C is best had in fresh fruits* 
particularly citrus fruits. 

The prospective mother does not 
need any extra salt. What she gets 
through usual seasoning of food la 
probably sufficient. It Is Important* 
of course, that the food taken In bo 
properly digested and assimilated. It 
Is not necessary to eat any food that 
upsets the digestion or that causes a 
feeling of nausea. The essential sub¬ 
stances are to be found In a wide 
variety of foods and a choice should 
be made among those that seem to 
meet the conditions best. 

Because there is a tendency to put¬ 
ting on weight, due to thf lack of 
exercise, -over-eating should be avoided. 
Tbe average woman should not gala 
more than twenty pounds during tho 
entire period. 

There Is no evidence that smoking 
in moderation is harmful to the 
mother or to the child. Excessive me 
of alcohol or tobacco may be harmful 
to both.
